Combination 


F the year of 1940 is ever singled out as par- 
ticularly significant in the history of American 
breeding and racing, it will be because of two 
major developments, completely independent of 
one another, yet having the possibility of supple- 
menting each other in the making of an important 
change in the American Thoroughbred. 

The first of these developments is the sharply 
increased number of importations from England 
and to a lesser degree from France. Before the 
year was a week old *Hairan and *Bel Aethel had 
arrived in New York, and since that time the 
ranks of imported stallions have been increased 
by *Bahram, *Mahmoud, *Easton, *Chrysler II, 
*Rhodes Scholar, and others. *Saint Andrews, 
*Heliopolis, and *Hypnotist head the group which 
will face the test of the American race course be- 
fore going to stud. The English-bred yearlings 
are of course an unknown quantity, but they rep- 
resent the best bloodlines abroad, and it is not un- 
likely that some of them will earn the credentials 
necessary to qualify them for stud usage. Less 
spectacular than the stallions, but quite possibly 
as important in shaping the pedigrees of tomor- 
row’s stakes winners, are the mares from across 
the water, a considerable number having been 
added to American nurseries during the last year. 

These additions to American bloodstock cannot 
fail to exercise a considerable effect, bringing as 
they do virtually complete outcrosses to the pres- 
ent American lines. The incoming stallions, be- 
cause of the quality of their own performances, 
and the hands in which they now are, are certain 
to obtain reasonably full bookings, from top 
American mares. Their progeny will represent 
a considerable numerical part of America’s rising 
output of foals, and if only because these im- 
ported aristocrats have fashionable pedigrees, 
they will offer to American lines the strongest 
competition in a generation. In general, this com- 
petition will be in the direction of stamina. 

And it was in 1940 that a second movement be- 
gan, one which promises to give a new importance 
to stamina in American racing. Though there is

still no great amount of distance racing, and 
though the sparks which were kindled this year 
may yet flicker and go out, the racing public and 
the racing press, as well as the tracks themselves, 
were made more conscious of distance racing in 
1940 than they have been since the days of Ex- 
terminator. The chief single event was of course 
the $50,000 added New York Handicap, but there 
was increased interest in distance racing in vir- 
tually all sections. More important than the 
meagre increase in the number of distance races 
is the fact that racing’s patrons are beginning to 
discover a new province, and race tracks are be- 
coming alive to the realization that a distance 
program can make new heroes and new gate at- 
tractions. Prophecies are never safe until after 
the fact, but a gradual increase in the number and 
the class of distance races in 1941 seems assured, 
with another $50,000 race, at 114% miles, already 
on the stakes schedule at Santa Anita Park. 

It has been reasonably well established that the 
Thoroughbred deteriorates toward speed, at the 
expense of stamina. If the racing program places 
its preponderant emphasis on speed tests, by 
which is meant all races up to 114 miles, it is in- 
evitable that the winners of these speed tests will 
go into stud with the most glittering records and 
with the best opportunities, at the expense of 
stallions which may be actually their betters, but 
are without racing opportunities to prove it. And 
the necessity of foreign importations, to bolster 
sprinting stock, will continue to be necessary. 

But just now, with foreign importations at a 
new high mark, and with the potentialities of 
stamina at a consequent peak, the stress in Amer- 
ican racing has moved—be it by ever so little— 
toward tests of stamina. If the opportunities for 
stayers continue available, there is at least a 
good hope that the stayers will be bred to take ad- 
vantage of them. Should this happy combination 
of circumstances come to pass, American racing 
could become self-sufficient for the first time 
since the searching distance tests, because more 
and more people wanted to win more and more 
races with worse and worse horses, were dropped 
from the stakes rosters.

Racing With Qualifications 


VERY now and then you will see a note under 

the racing charts to the effect that such-a- 
one, having flattened out neatly on the last turn, 
“probably needed the race.”” This may mean that 
the trainer thought he had a fit horse and didn’t; 
more often it means he knew he didn’t have a fit 
horse and tossed him in to race himself into con- 
dition. This, in turn, means that a part of the 
racing public was, in the cultured phrase of the 
sport of kings, betting on a stiff. This has seemed 
to many persons a deplorable practice, and now 
and again an attempt is made to curb it. 


Two or three years ago Alfred Vanderbilt had 
an idea about the solution. His suggestion was 
to allow a trainer to declare freely that his entry 
was in for the exercise and not to die. There 
would be no betting on a horse which was ‘“quali- 
fying,” though his owner would get the purse if 
he won it. Bets would be decided on the order of 
finish of the other horses. Mr. Vanderbilt tried 
this idea out on Dr. Charles Strub, and suggested 
he try it at Santa Anita. Mr. Strub, having con- 
sidered deeply, said it was a very fine idea, and 
suggested Mr. Vanderbilt try it—at Pimlico. It 
is not difficult to see how this wound up. 

The California Horse Racing Board has now 
passed a rule that there is to be no qualifying, 
that a horse “must be fit and ready to run at all 
times.”” Of course the Board does not mean “at 
all times,” but only those occasions on which the 
horse races. In any case, as California Turf 
writers are now enthusiastically pointing out, it is 
a rule which can hardly be enforced, partly be- 
cause it is often impossible to say that a horse 
has not turned in his best effort, and not exactly 
easy to be sure whether a trainer’s honesty is at 
fault, or only his judgement. Even if the stewards 
at a meeting had a horse’s work sheet before 
them, they could only decide that he had, or had 
not, been trained as they thought he should. 

The fact of the case is that there is but one 
guarantee of fitness, and that is the honesty of 
the trainer. If this seems but a slender reed, it 
should be remembered that the outcome of any 
other professional game depends on exactly the 
same thing—the honesty of the players. In the 
matter of running unfit horses deliberately, there 
is no direct proof forthcoming. Stewards must 
either act on moral certainties, or not at all. 


Another Gem 


FASCINATING compilation which this by- 

stander once had and then let get away from 
him was The Excuse Book, a collection of all 
the excuses trainers had fashioned for losing 
races. The beginning trainer can offer only the 
old and time-tested formulae: The ground broke 
from under him; he was bumped at the start; 
the boy didn’t ride to orders; the horse didn’t 
like the track. But the seasoned artist can de- 
velop more imaginative excuses, such as a hors 
jumping the shadow of the eighth-pole, or hav- 
ing a dog run across the track in front of him 
on the far turn. And there was that small mar- 
vel, on the county fair circuit with a carnival in 
the infield: “He smelled the elephants.” A few

years ago, in the leaky roof league, the leader 
of a field set all four feet and slid to a stop some 
70 yards out, because a rub-rag that was hang- 
ing on the inside rail to dry, blew out in front 
of him. 

Just getting this far inland is another to add 
to this collection, explaining belatedly the failure 
of Sweepida to win his first start at Bay Mead- 
ows. In his last work for the race he was sup- 
posed to go six furlongs in 1:12. Some ducks 
walked out of the infield and onto the track, and 
Sweepida slowed up, worked instead in 1:14. So 
he wasn’t quite tight, so he lost. 


Impressions 


USSELL F. OAKES is engaged in research 

into the history of racing at Charles Town, 
where a winter meeting began December 2, with 
Mr. Oakes acting in the capacity of assistant to 
President A. J. Boyle. He has uncovered an ad- 
vertisement for a race meeting near Charles 
Town in 1786. This is pretty well back, though 
considerably later than the beginning of racing 
in Maryland, which had authenticated racing as 
early as 1745. 


This is the open season for rumors, as columns 
must be filled and there is little racing news. 
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One of the more recent ones is that the Illinois 
State Racing Commission, consisting of Leo 
Spitz, Hubert E. Howard, and Walter C. Pea- 
cock, has been asked for its collective resigna- 
tion by the incoming governor. This is one of 
the major reasons for the somewhat chelonian 
progress of the N. A. S. R. C.; at about the time 
a commission is thoroughly cognizant of national 
Turf problems it goes out and is replaced by an- 
other which has its education still to get. Soa 
lot of the same ground has to be gone over again 
and again. 


The frequently occurring stipulation that em- 
ployees of a race track, up to about 85 per cent, 
must be natives of the State in which the track 
is located, has about come home to roost now. 
Most states already have it, the few others seem 
about to adopt it. So that a native of California, 
say, who originally got his job because of this 
law in his own State, now cannot get one with a 
track anywhere else, because nearly all other 
States have adopted a similar one. This by- 
stander has been informed that the stipulation 
is unconstitutional in the first place, but that 
race tracks are afraid to fight it for fear of po- 
litical retaliation. 


Sportsman’s Park, having been given more 
days than it has had in previous seasons, is now 
yapping feverishly for additional ones, and is 
charging discrimination, arbitrary action by the 
Illinois Racing Commission, etc. This suggests 
that Sportsman’s Park has something in com- 
mon with the Polo Grounds in New York. There 
is no polo played at the Polo Grounds. 


Just as there are a good many All-American 
football teams, depending on who is doing the 
selecting, so there is getting to be more than one 
horse of the year. Daily Racing Form’s track 
staff picked Challedon some weeks ago. Turf 
and Sport Digest (Baltimore) is now conducting 
a poll, among some 500 experts, semi-experts, 
and just plain sports writers, regarding the lead- 
ing horses in each division and the horse of the 
year. Results will be announced about December 
5. This column picked Level Best, and will offer 
even money that there are not five others to 
agree. 


The old veteran Malicious, it was reported, was 
to be hauled to Bay Meadows November 30 to 
see the running of the four-mile Thornton Han- 
dicap. This raises the number of his final public 
appearances to about eight, placing him in a tie 
with Ignace Jan Paderewski. It seems to be 
carrying coals to Newcastle, anyway. Malicious 
saw 178 races in his own right, during 10 weary 
years of campaigning. The chances are he'd 
rather have carrots than cheers, nowadays.

Tampa Isn't Dead 


It was announced several weeks ago that Lou 
Smith, who had been dallying with the idea of a 
meeting at Tampa, had given it up and had asked 
that provision for a county referendum be re- 
moved from the ballot in Hillsborough County. 
Apparently it was too late to change the ballots, 
so the referendum was held anyway, and the 
electorate went 2 to 1 in favor of racing. So on 
November 26 Mr. Smith said he had not entirely 
abandoned hope for a Tampa meeting this winter.

More Raises at Chicago 


A coordinated plan of operation between 
Washington and Arlington Parks was annéunced 
last week, with a total purse distribution of 
$950,000 at the two meetings. The principal in- 
creases next year will come, apparently, from 
increases in the value of overnight events, a 
high-class group of stakes having been set up in 
1940. The major stakes increases will be the 
raising of the Classic Stakes purse from $30,000 
to $40,000; the Arlington and Washington Park 
Futurities continuing their value of $20,000 
added, and the Washington Park Handicap re- 
maining at $25,000. 

The schedule of overnight events as announced 
calls for one race of $1,500, three of $1,200, one 
of $1,100, and three of $1,000 on days when no 
stakes event is run, this representing an increase 
of $1,200 over similar cards in 1940. 

It was also announced that public interest in 
races over the turf course at Arlington Park 
made it probable that some of these races would 
be raised to stakes class, though no details were 
announced.

Top Horses in England 


HE pedigrees of top horses in England and 

France have largely determined the shape of 
pedigrees in the United States for many years. 
France, which was gaining tremendously in the 
importance of its influence, has now been re- 
moved from the picture by the German occupa- 
tion. (Recent stories have indicated that French 
classic winners were being slaughtered and sold 
at 10 cents a pound—along with a grain of salt, 
probably.) But the war has been directly re- 
sponsible for a speeding up of the business of ex- 
porting good horses from England to America. 
Because the Thoroughbred export business is one 
of the most dependable means of obtaining new 
capital the English racing authorities have done 
everything they could to continue the more im- 
portant tests of the Turf. The season has been 
the most abbreviated in over a century, I sup- 
pose, but the results are nevertheless of consider- 
able interest on this side of that blessed ocean.

There are 14 horses in the list whose pedigrees 
are tabulated. Seven of these are out of stakes 
winners: Godiva, Turkhan, Fettes, Hyacinthus, 
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Morogoro, Olidon, and Atout Maitre. Six others 
are out of winners: Djebel, Pont l’Eveque, Lam- 
bert Simnel, Hippius, Hunters Moon IV, and Cax- 
ton. Stalwort’s dam placed, but did not win. 
Thus 50 per cent of them are out of stakes win- 
ners and 93 per cent are out of winners. This is 
an extraordinary percentage in favor of per- 
formers-as-producers, but in England such per- 
centages regularly run much higher than in 
America, 

Sorted by male lines, the 14 horses listed show 
a decided leaning toward Hampton. Godiva, Hip- 
pius, and Hyacinthus are by Hyperion, son of 
Gainsborough, and the great mare Selene, dam of 
three other outstanding sires in *Sickle, *Phara- 
mond II, and Hunter’s Moon (now in Argentina). 
Pont l’Eveque, Olidon, and Hunter’s Moon IV are 
tail-male descendants of Son-in-Law. Thus six 
of the 14 represent the Hampton male line. Bend 
Or has three representatives, Morogoro, Lambert 
Simnel, and Caxton; St. Simon two, Starwort and 
Atout Maitre. 


The pedigrees collectively furnish a forcible 
illustration of the tendency of the most popular 
pedigree strains to show an evolution toward 
speed and away from stamina. Note the prom- 
inence of Son-in-Law, whose name is virtually 
synonymous with stamina, and whose blood has 
become almost a necessity in the pedigree of an 
English stayer. Besides the three which come 
from the male line of Son-in-Law, there are two 
others, Fettes and Starwort, which have the name 
close up on the dam’s side, and still another, 
Lambert Simnel, whose sire is out of a Son-in- 
Law mare. 

One of the most interesting pedigrees in the lot 
is that of Hyacinthus, which is now regarded as 
probably the best 2-year-old that has raced in 
England this year. He is by that phenomenal 
young sire Hyperion, but he is not to be found in 
the General Stud Book, for the reason that his 
dam is a half-bred. Sweet Wall, however, was a 
high-class race mare in Ireland, where she won 
the Irish Cambridgeshire and Curragh Stakes and 
11 other races, including two walk-overs. Sweet 
Wall had previously been mated only with Sol- 
dennis, and to him had produced four foals, all 
fillies, and all winners, including Solerina, one of 
the outstanding race mares of her time. Sweet 
Wall’s dam, Dark Eyes, was a stakes winner in 
Ireland. She produced four foals, all winners, 
including Soloptic, an outstanding race mare and 
dam of the excellent stakes winner Caerloptic. 
But all that is known of the grandam of Dark 
Eyes is that she was a mare by Piersfield, bought 
in the south of Ireland. Hyacinthus has one of 
the shortest pedigrees among successful race 
horses of today. 


Racing's Effect on Broodmares 


N THE BLOOD-HORSE on November 16 Pedigree 

Points sorted out some of the best 2- and 3- 
year-old stakes winners of 1940 according to the 
racing class of their dams. Of the 69 horses 
studied, 13 were out of stakes winners, 13 were 
out of other mares classified as “good winners.” 
Now a breeder wants to know, “as a matter of 
curiosity,” how many of the horses mentioned 
ice out of mares raced after they were 3-year- 
olds. 

This is a question given considerable impor- 
tance by many breeders, who feel that racing has 
an adverse effect upon a mare’s reproductive 
qualities. The answer is contained in the follow- 
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ing listing, in which horses out of stakes winners 
are set in boldface type, horses out of “good win- 
ners” in lightface type:

Sixteen out of the 26 mares represented by 
these stakes winners raced after they were 3- 
year-olds. If only the stakes winners are con- 
sidered, the proportion is exactly the same, eight 
out of 13. Possibly this is a normal division, al- 
though the sample is much too small to be de- 
pendable. In the office of THE BLOOD-HORSE 
we are working on a fairly large sampling de- 
signed to indicate whether a greater-than-aver- 
age amount of racing adversely affects a mare’s 
breeding quality. But even from this study I do 
not expect an unequivocal answer to the prob- 
lem. There are too many complicating factors. 
For instance, it has been established in this de- 
partment that a mare’s second, third, fourth, 
fifth, and sixth foals are better, on the average, 
than the others. It has also been established 
here that, on the average, a mare has passed the 
peak of her productive usefulness before she is 
14 years old. Thus, if a mare races until she is 
six or seven, she has forfeited a good-sized por- 
tion of her potentially best years as a broodmare. 

Possibly we can find in the records at least an 
indication of the truth. But as of the present 
there isn’t much that can be offered in the way 
of proof. In the meantime I offer one suggestion. © 


A good many breeders appear to have reasoned . 
thus: Mares which have been raced excessively 
do not make good producers. Hence racing is 
bad for prospective broodmares. If racing is bad 
for broodmares, the less a mare races the better 
she will be as a producer. So the mare best , 
prepared for breeding is the mare which has not 
raced at all. 

Is this reasoning solid? I don’t think so. 
Whether racing is “bad for broodmares” I don’t 
know. But I am reasonably certain that the 
best way to select prospective broodmares is on 
the basis of their apparent racing class, and that 
nothing else can be done to replace the advan- 
tage gained from the information supplied by the 
race course test. 

The argument can go a step further without 
being strained in the least. Mares apparently 
reveal their class more definitely after their 3-— 
year-old season than in their first two years of 
racing. They apparently reveal their class more 
definitely in distance races than in sprints, and 
distance racing is usually reserved for older 
horses. Hence, if a mare fails to reveal her true 
racing class at two or three, she may do so at 
a later age. 

This is not an argument that mares ought to 
be raced a great deal. It is an argument against 
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the assumption that a mare ought to be hustled 
away to the breeding paddock as quickly as 


possible. 


*Mahmoud's First Crop 


AST month a list of imported winners of the 

English Derby was published in these col- 
umns. The latest of these Derby winners to 
reach the United States is Cornelius Vanderbilt 
Whitney's *Mahmoud, winner of the world’s No. 
1 classic race in 1936. *Mahmoud, by the Derby 
winner *Blenheim II—Mah Mahal, by the war- 
time Derby winner Gainsborough, began stud 
duty in England as a 4-year-old in 1937. His 
first foals are now 2-year-olds. 


The war in Europe has laid down a smoke 
screen which prevents breeders from getting a 
clear view of racing class, and hence makes im- 
possible an adequate judgment of breeding class. 
It is extremely difficult to determine the proper 
ranking of racers under the harrowing conditions 
which now prevail in England, since only a few 
races are available and since presumably many of 
the best horses will not be seen in action at all. 
But, from the meager results available, *Mah- 
moud’s first crop of foals indicate a successful 
career for the grey son of *Blenheim II. The rec- 
ord of thesc 2-year-olds, taken from the latest ex- 
changes available from England, is given here- 
with. 

In 1937 *Mahmoud covered 16 mares, includ- 
ing some of the best in England. Eleven of 
these had foals, and one of the foals, the filly 
Simla, out of Leisure Hour, died. Of the 10 sur- 
vivors, only two were colts. (But let no one sup- 

*Mahmoud is a “filly sire;”’ it just happened 
that way.) 

Boudoir, grev filly out of Kampala, by Clarissimus, 
has run twice in Ireland, won the £200 Heath Plate at 
Baldoyle in July. : 

Mabrouka, grey filly out of Stephenson, by Son-in- 
Law, ran four times, won Fillies Stakes, £303, at New- 
market. 

Nitrokis, grey filly out of Dawn-Wind, by Sunstar, 
sold for 910 guineas as a yearling, ran four times with- 
out winning, but showed high class when she finished 
third to Booklet (by *Sir Gallahad III) and the un- 
mamed Carlotta filly in Pampisford Stakes at New- 
market. : 

Silver Scuttle, grey filly out of Jilt, by Obliterate, 
ran five times, finished second each time. 

Persian Lily, grey filly out of Pommade Divine, by 
Pommern, ran four times, finished third in last start. 

Backsheesh, grey colt out of the Oaks winner Penny- 
comequick, by Hurry On, ran once, finished third. 

*Khoshbood, grey colt out of Farmood, by Phalaris, 
sold for 1,250 guineas as a yearling, ran once unplaced 
in U. S. 

Clovelly, bay filly out of the Oaks winner Udaipur, 
by Blandford, sold for 3,700 guineas as a yearling, ran 
once unplaced. 

Thief of Bagdad. bay filly out of Capture Her, by 
Son-in-Law, and Mabama, bay filly out of Qurrat-al- 
Ain, by Buchan, have not started. 

Considering the war in Europe, it seems prob- 
able that the true racing qualities of most of 
these youngsters may never be thoroughly re- 
vealed. But the list may be helpful to breeders, 
who will watch with much interest the career of 
this young stallion. *Mahmoud was shipped safe- 
ly to Kentucky last week, arrived in good shape, 
and will take up his stud duties in the United 
States next spring.

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Sex Determination 


The American Society of Animal Production 
gathered in Chicago for its annual meeting, a 
two-day business session beginning November 29. 
On the second day a symposium on the subject 
of recent research in animal sex control by means 
of acid and alkaline douches was held, with Dr. 
E. Roberts of Illinois, Dr. Leon J. Cole of Wis- 
consin, Dr. J. H. Quisenberry and S. V. Chandira- 
mani of Texas participating. THE BLOOD-HORSE 
asked Dr. Dewey G. Steele, of the University 
of Kentucky, to make a few notes regarding the 
result of the symposium, here publishes Dr. 
Steele's observations: 

“Extensive publicity given to the News ex- 
periments on sex control in laboratory mammals 
[THE BLoop-HORSE, December 2, 1939] has cre- 
ated more than passing interest in the applica- 
tion of this technic to the larger animals. In 
spite of the fact that the numerical results re- 
ported by the News seemed overwhelmingly con- 
vincing, many biologists felt that the chemical 
control of sex required independent verification. 
For that reason several workers have conducted 
experiments along these lines during the past 
year. 


“Investigators from Illinois, Wisconsin, and 
Texas reported their findings before the Society. 
Their detailed reports will be published soon, but 
a brief summary at this time seems in order. 


“According to Dr. Roberts, his experiments 
with rats and rabbits demonstrate the effective- 
ness of alkaline or acid douching in modifying 
the sex ratio in the direction desired. However, 
more extensive results reported by Dr. Cole in- 
dicate that douching is ineffective as a means of 
sex control. Dr. Cole also reported negative re- 
sults for artificial insemination in rabbits with 
semen altered artificially to definite acid or 
alkaline values. Dr. Quisenberry and Mr. Chan- 
diramani found douching ineffective in rats. Their 
preliminary results in rabbits are too meagre to 
justify definite conclusions in this controversial 
problem. 


“In the discussion that followed the presen- 
tation of the papers, nothing of a specific nature 
was introduced that might account for the dif- 
ferences already noted. 


“Until this matter is settled thoroughly in the 
experimental animals, there is little or no justi- 
fication for its use with horses. That it may de- 
velop into a dependable technic for the animal 
breeder appears less promising today than it did 
six months ago.”

Rockingham Park Statistics 


A trifling increase in average daily purse divi- 
sion at Rockingham Park is indicated by figures 
compiled for Daily Racing Form. During the 36- 
day meeting this fall, the distribution averaged 
$6,936, which is an increase of $83 daily, or about 
$10 a race over 1939 distribution. Mrs. C. C. 
Winters, who won seven races, was the leading 
owner with $7,425, though her total was only a 
little more than that of J. A. Emery, who won 
eight races and $7,412. The jockey race was a 
close one also, Walter Taylor winning with 35 
mounts, Ted Atkinson getting 32, and Harry 
Meynell 31. The trainer's race was a triple dead 
heat, with W. E. Collins, Ed. McCuan, and L. E.

MARYLAND 
Bowie and the End 


HE major racing season of 1940 closed No- 

vember 30 when Bowie ended its successful 
13-day fall meeting. The weather during the 
last week was cold, as usual, but for the most 
part fair, and attendance held up well. This sea- 
son Bowie raised its distribution materially, had 
better horses than usual, and the meeting should 
show a considerable gain over the corresponding 
one in 1939. 

On the last day the feature was the Bryan and 
O'Hara Memorial Handicap, won unexpectedly 
by Mrs. Marie Evans’ Shot Put. Whatever his 
class, Shot Put looked good in the Bowie stretch, 
taking six and a half lengths from Rosetown in 
the last three-sixteenths, and beating his field 
decisively. One of the home-owned stables scored 
in the supporting event, a $1,500 overnight han- 
dicap for all ages. E. K. Bryson’s 3-year-old 
Clyde Tolson and 2-year-old Magic Stream made 
up the favored entry, and though Magic Stream 
ran last all the way, Clyde Tolson, kept just 
behind the pace for the first half-mile, drew 
away cleanly in the last furlong and won by a 
comfortable margin. It was the second winner 
of the day for Walter Taylor, who has a forlorn 
hope of passing Earl Dew for leading jockey 
honors of the year. 

The first race of the day was the occasion of 
the first victory for the get of *Alfred the Great. 
This was E. G. Hackney’s home-bred Sir Alfred, 
an 11-to-1 chance which led virtually all the way 
to win at a mile and 70 yards. Another 2-year- 
old race, for maidens, went to Mrs. J. V. Stew- 
art’s Sir Echo, a Trace Call gelding bred by his 
owner. 

The last two races of the day were under 
claiming conditions, but at longer distances. G. 
C. Greer’s Maydig, by Canaan, won easily at 11% 
miles, giving the form players another jolt, as he 
was at 18 to 1. The last race, at 1°, miles, went 
to Mrs. H. B. Johnston’s Fire Ball, by Blazes. 

The season which Bowie brought to an end in 
Maryland was an unusually good one, from 
whatever point of view it is considered. The 
Maryland major tracks had good seasons (the 
minor ones always do), with increased attend- 
ance and higher wagering, and these facts are 
important, not merely because they make for 
better looking balance sheets, but because they 
reflect increased public interest. And there were 
increases in distribution all along the line, with 
consequent betterment of the horsemen’s posi- 
tion. 


Parasang Still Going 


When the Jamaica meeting opened the New 
York season last April, C. V. Whitney’s Parasang 
was there to win the first 3-year-old stakes of 
the meeting, the Experimental Handicap. With 
the 1940 season dropping to its close in Maryland, 
Parasang is still about, and on November 27 he 
took up top weight by scale to win the W. P. 
Burch Memorial Handicap ($5,000 added, all 
ages, six furlongs) at Bowie. By so doing he 
spoiled a good story, for the horse he outlasted 
at the end and beat by a neck was trained by 
Selby L. Burch, son of the man for whom the 
stakes was named. 

H. Guy Bedwell, a veteran of the active days 
of the late W. P. Burch, sent out Wood Chopper 
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(3, 115) for the race, and the Woodcraft colt 
made the pace nearly all the way. But Grey Wolf 
(3, 11312), racing for Mrs. A. F. Sherman, came 
up fast to dispose of the leader in the stretch, 
went into the lead inside the closing furlong. But 
Basil James, having improved his position stead- 
ily with Parasang (3, 121), brought the Halcyon 
colt up with a rush on the inside, went between 
the leaders in the stretch, and got him up in the 
last strides to win by a neck. Grey Wolf was a 
length and a half ahead of Howard Bruce's fast- 
closing Jay Jay (115), and Wood Chopper fell 
back to fourth. In order followed *Grasshopper 
II (3, 106), Liberty Flight (126), Abrasion (3, 
105), Bright Trace (3, 100), and Ekwanok (3, 
108). Time, :23, :47%, 1:18, track muddy. 
Stakes division, $4,275, $1,000, $500, $250.

Shot Put Beats Rosetown 


When Mrs. Marie Evans’ Shot Put won the 
21,-mile New York Handicap, and a little later 
the Exterminator Handicap at two miles and 70 
yards, the fact was conveniently lost sight of that 
he had won two stakes earlier in the season at 
middle distances, and Shot Put was put down, in 
most cases, as a plodder which would be danger- 
ous only at long distances. In the Bryan and 
O’Hara Memorial Handicap ($10,000 added, 3- 
year-olds and up, 134g miles) at Bowie Novem- 
ber 30 Shot Put (119) upset this analysis by 
turning on a fair exhibition of speed through the 
stretch to run down the odds-on favorite and win 
comfortably. 

The favorite was the George D. Widener entry 
of Rosetown (3, 109) and Birch Rod (119), both 
stakes winners during the shortening fall season 
in Maryland. Rosetown dashed away fast, and 
in the first half-mile built up a four-length lead. 
Railroad Stable’s Lumiere (105) was second at 
this stage, with Dolly Val (106) second and Birch 
Rod a little closer than usual in fourth place. 
Shot Put, after a half-mile, was in seventh place, 
with only Conn Smythe’s Second Helping (3, 
110) behind him. There was little change in the 
order until the field went into the last turn, 
where Birch Rod made a brief thrust and fell 
back, going wide into the stretch and flattening 
out. Shot Put and Second Helping began mov- 
ing up fast, Shot Put going outside the leaders, 
Second Helping getting through on the inside. 
The Chance Shot gelding, under Charley Cor- 
bett’s hard drive, was coming fastest, and in the 
last furlong he caught the leader, drew clear 
smartly, and won by two and a half lengths. 
Rosetown was tiring, but she kept second place 
by a half-length, with Second Helping closing 
well behind her. Lumiere fell back to fourth 
place, another length away, and Dolly Val, Birch

Shot Put is one of the major money winners 
of the year, with total earnings this season of 
$72,945, and only Seabiscuit and Eight Thirty, 
among the handicappers, are ahead of him. In 
his three seasons he has started 58 times, won 
12 races (nine this season, including five stakes), 
finished second nine times, third 10 times, and 
has earned $76.345. Pedigree particulars ap- 
peared in THE BLOOD-HORSE of May 25, page 761. 


Distribution at Pimlico 


Results of the recent 13-day meeting at Pim- 
lico indicate that distribution at the Baltimore 
track, increased materially in recent years, has 
about reached its top level as long as racing 
conditions remain about the same. There was a 
total of $224,005 distributed at the fall meeting, 
a daily average of $17,231. This represents an 
increase of $400 daily over the 1939 figures, and 
it is probably as high as distribution there can 
go on present support. In 1936, before the pres- 
ent stakes-a-day program was inaugurated, the 
daily average was $13,466. 

Wheatley Stable won but one race at the meet- 
ing, but that was Bold Irishman’s Pimlico Fu- 
turity, which made the stable the leading owner, 
and Bold Irishman the leading money winner, 
with $33,830. James Yancey Christmas, who won 
the Riggs Handicap with Rough Pass, was second 
with $10,825, of which all but $100 came from 
the Riggs victory. No trainer had a runaway 
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during the meeting, and seven were tied for first 
place with three winners each, with eight more 
getting two each. Carroll Bierman and Basil 
James had seven winners each to lead the jock- 
eys, with James having four fewer mounts than 
Bierman. Favorites took a thorough lacing at 
the meeting, only 22 per cent of the first choices 
winning. 

The 13-day fall meeting had a turnover of $4,- 
784,052, daily average $368,004, despite poor 
weather during the closing days. This repre- 
sented a 13 per cent increase over the 1939 fall 
meeting, when the daily average was $325,041, 
and it was about $3,000 daily ahead of the 1940 
spring meeting.

Empire City Raises 


The fall meeting at Empire City in 1939 had 
a daily average distribution of $10,288. This 
year, with the golden returns of New York's pari- 
mutuel law certain long before the fall meeting 
at the Yonkers track, the distribution was raised 
to an average of $14,589, an increase of about 40 
per cent. The total distribution was $175,070, as 
against $123,455 last year. The $20,000 added 
Westchester Handicap, inaugurated this fall, 
was the largest single increase. The winner of 
this event was Charles S. Howard’s Mioland, 
which was the leading winner of the meeting, 
making his owner the leader in money won. C. 
V. Whitney was second, Parasang accounting for 
most of his winnings. Jockey honors went to 
Donald Meade with 12 winners from 57 mounts, 
but Lee Haas, who had 11 winners from 37 
mounts, had the best performance judged by per- 
centage.

CALIFORNIA 


Bay Meadows 


HE first 33 days of the 46-day meeting at Bay 

Meadows found the San Francisco track with 
a daily pari-mutuel turnover averaging $179,683, 
which indicates one of the most successful meet- 
ings of several years. When Santa Anita Park 
was first built, the tracks in Northern California 
had a sudden upswing in popularity, helped by 
the fact that they offered rather attractive stakes 
programs. But in 1939 there was a sharp cut- 
back in values, with the result that the class of 
racing lagged and attendance fell off. This year 
a somewhat better distribution, aided by the fact 
that the California circuit is more independent of 
the East than it was even a few years ago, has 
gained back much of the lost ground. 


The featured event on November 23 was the 
Thornton Stakes Handicap at four miles, run as 
the last race of the day as a means of prevent- 
ing any of the patrons from leaving before the 
last event. The winner was G. W. Lawless’ Bon- 
nie Sea, a 5-year-old gelding by Messenger, which 
had displayed some ability at longer distances. 
Flying Hostess, which W. W. Crenshaw had 
bought for $2,500 about two weeks earlier with 
the Thornton especially in mind, was second. The 
time was 7:19%5, no very remarkable record, as 
it is 845 seconds behind the American record for 
the distance. 


A $2,000 overnight handicap for all ages at 
144g miles supported the stakes, and was won by 
Vegas Steck Farm's Questionnaire filly Omelet, 
which was getting her fourth win of the season. 
Two allowance races also added interest to the 
program. In the first of them, at a mile, W. D. 
Tremaine’s Single Wing, a California-bred by Bon 
Homme, was the winner by a nose, with Norman 
W. Church’s Wild Oats, by Riskulus, just failing 
to get up. The other race was at 1% miles, and 
it was won by Mrs. C. Gregory's Lostagal, 4- 
year-old gelding by Hadagal, bred by Greentree 
Stable. It was a bad day for favorites, only two 
scoring on the eight-race card. 


Another Four-Miler 


Two years ago a four-mile race seemed no 
closer than the last century. But as interest in 
distance racing grew, and it was found that there 
was no particular scarcity of horses which could 
be trained for more than sprinting, occasional 
races grew longer and longer, and last fall Bay 
Meadows made the experiment of offering a four- 
mile stakes. It was successful enough and inter- 
esting, if only as a novelty, and the race, the 
Thornton Stakes Handicap ($3,000 added, 4-year- 
olds and up, four miles) was offered for the sec- 
ond time this fall, on November 30. It drew a 
field of six, all of them platers at short distances, 
none of any great class at any distance. G. W. 
Lawless’ Bonnie Sea (116) was made the favorite, 
possibly not so much because he had experience 
in longer races as because he seemed to have a 
good deal more class than the others, being a 
$2,750 plater where the others had been racing 
for from $700 to $1,800. 

Trickster (109) went to the front at first, with 
D. E. Foster’s Nahili (107) in second place, but 
after the first two miles the pacemaker tired and 
dropped out of it, and Nahili went briefly to the 
front. Jockey Eugene Rodriguez had been hold- 
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ing Bonnie Sea hard for the first half of the race, 
let him go up on the third circuit of the track. 
As he passed Nahili, Oakmont Stable’s Flying 
Hostess (113) began moving forward, was in po- 
sition to challenge the last time through the back 
stretch. She was game enough but not good 
enough, and Bonnie Sea drew out easily, got no 
further challenges, and won easily by seven 
lengths. Flying Hostess had no trouble keeping 
second place, 20 lengths ahead of Thomas Loeff’s 
Sextus (112), and Nahili dropped back to fourth. 
Count McLuke (109), badly outrun from the 
start, broke down in the last mile, and Trickster 
was pulled up after he was hopelessly out of the 
race. Time, :55, 1:22%, 1:49%, 2:16%, 
2:4225, 3:1015, 3:39, 4:07%6, 4:3336, 5:00, 5:28%, 
5:5745, 6:2435, 6:5125, 7:1934, track fast. Stakes 
division, $2,080, $600, $300, $200. The pace was a 
rather uniform one, in the light of the fact that 
no jockey has any experience to speak of in riding 
four-mile races. The first mile was run in 10914 
seconds, the second in 10945, the third in 109%, 
and the fourth, with the winner going easily at 
the end, in 111'; seconds.

Bonnie Sea has shown the best form of his rac- 
ing career this year. At two he was twice second 
from eight starts; at three he won one race, was 
once second and once third from nine starts; at 
four he made seven starts but was not in the 
money. This season, from 18 starts he has won 
six races including a two-mile race at Agua 
Caliente, in which he set a new track record of 
3:2415, and a match race with Rushaway at the 
same track when he set a new track record of 
2:3035 for 11% miles. He has also been once 
second and four times third this year. His total 
record is seven firsts, four seconds, five thirds, 
and $8,860. 


Bonnie May did not race. She has two other 
foals besides Bonnie Sea, neither of which has 
won. Bonnie Maginn won Junior Champion 
Stakes at two and also produced the winners 
Bondsman (Knowsley Dinner Stakes, Fairfield 
Plate, and Newmarket Handicap in England), 
Lugano (winner of 17 races to the end of 1939, 
and a winner at 10 years old this season), Sir 
Beverley, Bogertin (at three, four, and five), Mr. 
Maginnis (at three, five, and six in 1940), Bonnie 
Vixen (at three and four, 1940), and Bonheur (at 
two, 1940). The next dam, Bonnie Mary, won 
Great American, Juvenile, Fashion Stakes and 
produced the winners Bonnie Omar (22 wins and 
$34,612, including Thanksgiving Handicap) and 
Quatrain (Louisiana Derby, New Orleans Handi- 
cap, and $43,450). 


Though the second running of the Thornton 
was again fairly successful as a public spectacle, 
the management of the Bay Meadows track 
joined the considerable group which, though still 
interested in distance racing, feels that a race at 
four miles is too long. General Manager William 
P. Kyne announced on the following Monday that 
the Thornton would not be renewed again, and 
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that no other races at such a length would be 
carded. Said Mr. Kyne: 


“There will be no more four-mile races at Bay 
Meadows, or any other track that I am con- 
nected with. Hereafter I will okay a two-miler 
but that is all. No races longer than two miles 
will ever grace my program again. I have ar- 
rived at this decision after conferring with the 
board of directors of the California Jockey Club, 
who are behind me wholeheartedly in this de- 
cision, and talks with the general run of Turf en- 
thusiasts. 


“I believe that four miles takes too much out 
of horses and makes for uninteresting competi- 
tion.” 


Money, Pictures, Brands 


The California Horse Racing Board met No- 
vember 25, apparently in expectation of a stormy 
session with regard to money which various Cali- 
fornia race tracks had accumulated by charity 
racing, but which was not yet turned over to the 
State. But everybody was willing to accept the 
direction of the Board, and Chairman Giesler di- 
rected that the monies be turned into the State’s 
general fund, accompanied by a written request 
that it be earmarked for State unemployment 
funds. Since this has the effect of releasing the 
general fund from the necessity of carrying the 
whole unemployment burden, State politicians 
are probably satisfied, as it leaves just that ad- 
ditional amount of money without earmarking 
in the general fund. 


Chairman Giesler had, he said, been thinking 
about the Cornell-Dartmouth football game, in 
which motion pictures showed that the team 
from above Cayuga’s waters had had an illegiti- 
mate fifth down, on which they had scored, in 
the closing minutes of play. So he wanted to 
know if it would be too expensive to film the en- 
tire course of a race, in order that stewards and 
judges could have the material for settling any 
disputed points. He was immediately swamped 
by representatives of various companies who of- 
fered to submit bids for such a project. 

Last matter at the session was the passage of 
a resolution that “No horse shall be branded or 
otherwise punished for infraction of racing rules 
in California.” This was in reference to a mare 
which was detected in the process of being 
“rung in” at Agua Caliente and was forthwith 
branded “ringer” on the near hind quarter. 


New Head at Hollywood 


It was announced November 21 that Earl B. 
Gilmore, an oil man who had previously served 
on the board of directors, had been elected presi- 
dent and chairman of the board of directors at 
Hollywood Park. George Young was reelected 
vice-president. C. M. Rood will succeed Jack 
Mackenzie as secretary, but Mr. Mackenzie re- 
mains general manager. 


Golden Gate's Visitors 


The new race track at San Francisco, con- 


structed by the Golden Gate Turf Club, was’ 


thrown open to public inspection November 23, 
and officials estimated a daylong attendance of 
35,000. Construction is still in progress at the 
track, but there seems to be no doubt that the 
track will be ready for its opening, December 28. 
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STUD NEWS 


Stagehand and His Brother 


EA the end of 1937 Maxwell Howard pur- 

chased Sceneshifter from J. E. Widener, got 
as a part of the bargain Sceneshifter’s brother, 
a coming 3-year-old named Stagehand. As hap- 
pens not infrequently in horse racing, it was the 
unexpected of the two brothers which wound up 
under the blanket of roses, as Stagehand 
achieved the unmatched feat of doubling the 
Santa Anita Derby and Santa Anita Handicap 
a few months later, while Sceneshifter proved to 
be a good racer, but no match for his younger 
brother. 

Last week Earl Sande, trainer for Mr. Howard 
and in charge of the breeding venture which he 
is beginning at Johnson N. Camden’s Runnymede 
Farm, Paris, Ky., visited the Blue Grass, com- 
pleted arrangements for standing the two broth- 
ers. He announced that Stagehand would stand 
at a fee of $500 for a live foal, that Sceneshifter’s 
fee would be $100 for a live foal, and that he 
would be free to approved stakes winners or 
dams of stakes winners.

An attempt was made to race 
him in the United States in 1936, but he showed 
no sign of returning to his European form, and 
he was sent to stud in 1937. He had a small 
crop of foals in 1938, of which the first winner 
was Sir Alfred, which won at Bowie on Novem- 
ber 30. 


Sun Beau's Fee 


It was announced last week that Sun Beau 
had been leased from the W. S. Kilmer estate by 
Christopher T. Chenery, and the horse was moved 
to Mr. Chenery’s estate, The Meadows, at Dos- 
well, Va., on November 21. Last week it was

Plans at Aqueduct 


Continuance of building improvements which 
were begun this season at Aqueduct is planned 
for the idle season. One new grandstand section 
is already up; before next season the rest of the 
new grandstand, which will run beyond the pres- 
ent bleacher seats, will be up, and new terraces 
will be constructed in front of it. Altogether 
about $600,000 will be put into the plant during 
the winter and spring.

F. Frye (149), Paul Keiper (148), and Basil 
James (143). 

The racing in November was something of a 
romp for Dew, who got a total of 44 winners 
during the month. Taylor tock second honors 
for the month with 29, and Longden was third 
with 25. Eugene Rodriguez, who may enter the 
first 10 during December if his form holds, got 
11 winners in November for a total of 139.

HE last meeting to run in the East or North 

is that at the six-furlong track at Charles 
Town, in northern West Virginia, where patrons 
somehow stand severe weather and turn out in 
censiderable numbers.

New Hampshire's Harvest 


The largest revenue racing has yielded to New 
Hampshire since pari-mutuel betting was legal- 
ized in 1933 came from the 1940 season, a total 
of $780,008.92 being turned over to the State 
this season.

(the highest taken by any State except Wash- 
ington and New York) and half the breakage of a 
total pari-mutuel turnover of $14,924,096. The in- 
crease was due partly to the fact that the State 
had 60 days of racing this year, as against 48 in 
1939, when the State’s revenue from racing was 
$621,831.77.

It now seems certain that 1940 will not con- 
tinue the increase in number of races which has 
been going on since 1936. Through December 2 
last year (the corresponding Saturday), there 
had been 16,631 races. This year there have been 
16,087 events, or nearly 600 fewer. Last year 
there were no more than 500 races in December. 
It is not likely that this December will see any 
more, and the decrease will not be made up. 
Distribution is down also, and despite the heavy 
increases in New York, and the considerable ones 
in Maryland, Illinois, and Kentucky, the average 
per race is down a matter of $14. A comparison 
of the two years, with 1939 racing to December 2:

He won 63914C francs in France and Belgium and £3,369 
in England. At two *Easton won the Prix de la Reine Mathilde at Deauville. At three he won the Prix 
Ladas (one mile), Grand International d’ Ostende (11 furlongs, beating Admiral Drake by 21'4 lengths), 
and Select Stakes (one mile), was second to Colombo in the Two Thousand Guineas, and to Windsor Lad 
in the English Derby (beating Colombo, Tiberius, Admiral Drake, and others). At three *Easton also 
was third in the Grand Prix de Paris. 


As a 4-year-old *Easton won the Lingfield Park Spring Stakes (one mile), March Stakes (114 
miles, by four lengths), and the Ribblesdale Stakes at Ascot.
